HOWARD'S LETTER. 


The ways and means committee of 


the 
House of Representatives 
In 
Washington 
Intends 
proposing 
to 


Congress the abolition of the duty on 
imported sugar and to substitute an 
Income tax as an Item of national 
revenue. 


The following facts are familiar to 


those engaged in the sugar business, 
but they are not -well known to the 
general public: 


Tho existing rates of duty are, viz- 


On 
refined 
sugar, 
$1.90 per 
100 


pounds; on raw sugar of 96 degrees. 
$1.68% per 100 pounds; on raw sugar 
from Cuba, 20 per cent less, S1.S5 
per 100 pounds. 


Refined sugar is not imported. 
Cuban raw cane sugar finds Its chief 


market In the United States because 
ol the low rate of duty enjoyed and 
because, under ordinary conditions, 
the net results are better than would 
be realized on shipments to Europe 
in 
competition 
with 
tha 
world's 


prices, which aro fixed In London 
and Hamburg. 


The world's sugar production and 
consumption are 50 nearly in balance 
at about 16,000,000 tons that any 
failure or credited report of shrink- 
age In the supply at any Important 
source of production is almost Imme- 
diately reflected in the price. 


NATIONAL SITUATION. 


The present annual consumption In 
the United tSates Is set down at 3.- 
600,000 tons, derived from, the fol- 
lowing sources:

One-halt of tho consumption is pro- 
duced In the United States and her 
dependencies, but Porto Rico, Louis- 
iana and the Sandwich, islands have 
practically reached the limit of their 
productive capacity. 
Therefore, the hope of making the 
nation entirely self-supplying lies in 
the further expansion of the beet 
sugar Industry, and taking the capa- 
bilities of the wide expanse of terri- 
tory, It Is not difficult to conceive 
the ability of the country to produce 
the additional 1,800,000 tons of sugar 
.which are now purchased in foreign 
countries. 
The out-turn of beet sugar In 1897 
was 45,000 tons, and In 1911 It had 
grown to 600,000 tons, or about one- 
stocth of the nation's consumption. 


CAMFOKNLY SITUATION.

It will be noticed that in 1S11 Cali- 
fornia produced about 27 per cent of 
the total beet sugar. 


Upon the basis of a yield of ten 
tons of beets per acre and a sugar 
recovery of 15 per cent of the weight 
of the beets, the season of 1911 
showed the consumption of 1,080,000 
tons of beets and the use of 108,000 
acres of state land In sugar beet 
culture. 
Tho constant development of sugar 
beet culture, throughout the United 
States naturally led to tho invasion 
of tho markets that had been sup- 
plied by the refiners of Imported cane 
sugar, and ,thls recognized and in- 
creasing menace led the owners of 
Eastern refineries to on open and 
concerted attack on tho beet sugar 
industry by a movement to Induce 
Congress to remove tho duty on im- 
ported raw sugars.

unmasked, tho real reasons for the 
attack were found to be: 


First—That the removal of the 


duty would reciuiro the use of less 
capital in the conduct of the large 
business of tho cane refiners. 


Second—It was expected that the 


cheapening of the cost would natu- 
rally lead to a larger 
consumption 


and an Increase in the volume of their 
business. 


Third—And, chiefly, that tha fur- 


ther progress of the beet sugar in- 
dustry would be checked: that at 
least some of the lessi favored beet 
establishments would be crippled and 
there v/ould bo a gradual restoration 
to the cane Interests of their lost 
markets. 


These were the animating reasons 
that prompted the combined attack 
to which the Congressional commit- 
tee has apparently given such con- 
sideration as to threaten a promising- 
and 
beneficial 
enterprise 
with 
a 


paralysing stroke, for it Is safe to 
say that, in the present state of the 
agricultural 
problem, 
few, 
if 
any, 


beet sugar factories can be operated 
under the conditions that would be 
created by the proposed destructive 
legislation. 


OTHER, CONSIDERATIONS. 


The vital factor In tho beet sugar 


business is not the extraction of the 
sugar, which has been reduced largely 
to a mechanical operation, but rather 
the knowledge, experience and the 
intelligent and intensive cultivation of 
land to secure, not merely the largest 
tonnage of beets, but the greatest 
possible yield of sugar per acre of 
land. 


This involves the choice of suitable 


land, the selection of: seed, the treat- 
ment of .the soil and of the growing 
crops, and the necessity (in Califor- 
nia, at least) of providing ample fa- 
cilities for Irrigation to offset de- 
ficiencies of natural rainfall. 


Progress ir. these respects is slow, 


because the lessons learned In one 
year may rrot be applied until the 
succeeding season, but the hope is 
entertained that In our state we may 
reach an output approaching 15 tons 
per acre, with a sugar content of 25 
per cent. When that point is reached 
the principle of free trade In sugar 
may be applied, whether for political, 
party or economic reasons, without 
Involving the destruction of the mil- 
lions now Invested In the beet sugar 
business, to say nothing of tho farm- 
ing Interests that now have an as- 
sured and profitable market for the 
product of their land. 


For the 1,080,000 tons of sugar 


beets consumed In 1911 the farmers 
of 
California 
received more than 


$6,000,000. 


For the 4,000,000 tons of beets 


raised In the United States, the beet 
sugar factories paid over $20,000,000 
to the farmers. 


If the 1,800,000 tons of duty can 


sugar were displaced by 
an equal 


amount of domestic beet sugar In 
addition to that already produced, it 
would require the use of 1,200,000 
acres of land, a production of 12,- 
000,000 tons of beets and an annual 
money distribution among the farm- 
ing communities of over $60,000,000. 


For the 1,800,000 tons of raw cane 
sugar now produced on foreign soil 
we are sending out of the country 
over $100,000,000. 


Another factor of inestimable value 


Is the well-attested and beneficial in- 
fluence that the cultivation of sugar 
beets has on the crops that succeed 


TILLAGE A FACTOR. 


Every farmer of experience knows 
that the tillage necessary in the 
successful culture of beets gives a 
surprising increase In tho yield that 
follows in rotation, and this import- 
ant fact Is not generally known nor 
sufficiently recognized. 


These are 
the proper 
economic 


views to taka of this important ques- 
tion. 


Tho rlsa In the price of sugar in 


1911 was due to tho drought In con- 
tinental Europe, which fact was taken 
advantage of by the European spec- 
ulators In tho world's -visible supply. 
It was not due to any action on th° 
part of tho American refiners 
of 


Imported cano sugar, who had to 
pay the prices demanded In order to 
obtain, from time to time, their sup- 
plies, but the upward tendency In the 
cost of raw sugar In this country 
was checked by tho Incoming of tho 
domestic beet sugar during the au- 
tumn months. 


If, therefore, 
legislation 
bo so 
moderated as not tc. discourage tha 
further development of the beet su- 
gar Industry, tho establishment of 
new factories throughout tho country 
will free tho United States from tho 
effects of future world speculation, 
and tho competition among tho wide- 
ly scattered domestic producers will 
have the effect of regulating tho cost 
to the consumers, 
which, 
not for 


economic, 
but evidently for other 


reasons, la now aimed at by tho con- 
templated law. 


It will bo broad statesmanship to 


adopt such a policy as will tend to 
make this Industry capable of sup- 
plying tho country's needs, but any 
policy that Is at all tinged by po- 
litical 
considerations 
should 
meet 


with public disapproval.

After instructing the jury sitting in the case of former mayor E. 


E. Schmitz to acquit, Judge Lawlor delivered himself of this state- 
ment: 


"It was impossible to secure the conviction of Schmitz even had 


Ruef testified, owing to the ruling in the Coffey case, which was 
not in effect when the Ruef case was appealed. I am sorry for 
Ruef's situation, and I believe nearly every man is sorry for him." 


Why then did Judge Lawlor suspend proceedings for several 


days while a dicker for Ruef's testimony was being carried on? 
What was the object of holding the defendant to the last extremity 
of trial if Ruef's testimony, had it been given, would have been in- 
sufficient to convict? Had Ruef testified and the jury returned a 
verdict of guilty, would Judge Lawlor have set aside ,the verdict 
because of the insufficiency of the evidence, or would he have forced 
Schmitz to go again before the Supreme Court to obtain relief from 
an illegal conviction? 


When Judge Lawlor suspended the trial while an effort was be- 


ing made to induce Ruef to testify, or to get indictments pending 
in another c-urt against him dismissed, not a syllable of evidence 
had been introduced to connect Schmitz with the crime of bribery. 
There was no evidence before the court connecting Schmitz with 
any offense punishable under the law. Ruef's testimony, if given, 
would have been insufficient to convict, says Lawlor after the trial 
is ended. 


What was Judge Lawlor after? What was the objecl; of taking 


such an extraordinary measure to secure abortive testimony? Was 
the judge acting in good faith toward the public and the defendant? 


Judge "Dunne says Ruef's incarceration is an outrage, yet he re- 


fused to dismiss the indictments pending against him. His colleague, 
Lawlor, sent Ruef to prison, deciding that the evidence which he 
said wa's insufficient in the Schmitz case was sufficient in the case of 
Ruef. Lawlor and Dunne profess to sympathize with. Ruef, but 
they refuse to lift the cloud of indictments hanging over him. They 
pity himr yes, but they continue to hold his nose to the grindstone. 


Probably Schmitz will be called upon to plead again and again 


to indictments which there is no testimony to support. What is 
this game being played for?

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If Colonel Roosevelt wants to be president of a country where 


constitutions and-courts don't count he should go to Mexico. Down 
there every fellow does as he darn pleases save when some other 
fellow is holding him up or sticking a bayonet through his carcass. 
"But the situation is dee-lightful," as the Colonel would say. 


Roosevelt Has Betrayed Himself. 


• Colonel -Roosevelt may deny that he intended to deceive the peo- 


ple when he declared, he would not under any circumstances be 
again a candidate or accept another nomination, but lie cannot suc- 
cessfully deny that he deceived Secretaries Stimson and Meyer 
whtn he told them in 1911 that he would not be a candidate in 1912 
and would "not take part in the nomination for or against any can- 
didate." He was talking to members of Taft's official family and 
knew what he said would be repeated at the White House since he 
laid no injunction of secrecy on his hearers. At the time his atti- 
tude toward the Presidency was being generally discussed in the 
press, hence his statement—now proved to be false—was deceptive 
in the extreme. 


Roosevelt may say now that he meant what he said then, and 


that circumstances have altered his intentions; but^the people of this 
country have a habit of expecting men who have held the Presi- 
dential office to be true to their word, to be upright in their politi- 
~cal dealings and sincere in their utterances. Colonel Roosevelt has 
yet to show that he has not treated the public and President Taft 
unfairly. He has yet to-satisfactorily explain why he has continu- 
ously said one thing and done the other thing. 


All the explanation he has thus far given is that he became con- 


vinced there was a genuine call from the people for him to again be 
a candidate. This call appears to have appealed to his ambition 
rather than to his sense of honor. Other men have heard the same 
call and spurned it. General Grant responded to it as Roosevelt has; 
but he had never-declared he would not be again a candidate—and 
when the. test came it was proved that the call was voiced by poli- 
ticians, not by the people. It was the voice of the siren that called; 
the people repudiated it. 


Unless Colonel Roosevelt is less astute than we deem him to be 


he must be convinced by this time that he has eaten his words and 
betrayed his own fame by listening to the Lorelei song of political 
schemers who have mocked his ambition to serve their own ends. 
(His candidacy symbolizes his repudiation of what he was wont to 
laud as his ideal, the "Square Deal." 


Going abroad for news is an old adage that is illustrated by 


this statement in the Chico Enterprise: 


"Mayor Wilson of Berkeley is in an impregnable position with 


reference to the effort to save Superintendent of Schools Bunker 
from dismissal." 


The people of Berkeley have an entirely different impression. 


They labor under 'the delusion that Mayor Wilson is standing with 
the three members of the Board of Education who are trying to 
oust Bunker. Wilson is opposing the recall of the three School 
Directors who have clashed with the School Superintendent and 
who are bent upon forcing him out of the department. But appar- 
ently the people of Berkeley are all wrong about the issue; the 
Mayor is standing up for Bunker and resisting the "political skul- 
"duggery" having for its object the removal of Superintendent 
Bunker. Perhaps, though, the school ma'am of the Chico Enter- 
prise has got the babies mixed. 


Chasing Federal Spiffs. 


Congressman Kent and Governor Johnson are trying to get 


Postmaster Richardson of Sacramento displaced and an anti-Tait 
man appointed in his stead. 
Apparently Richardson is objection- 


able to Kent and the Governor because he does not agree with them 
politically—he is a Taft man. The Governor does not reside in 
Sacramento and is an enemy of the President's, hence his right to 
inject himself into the contest is not clear. Sacramento is not now 
in the same district with Kent, 'who resides in Marin county, and 
public sentiment there is not in favor of allowing him to name the 
postmaster. However, the effort to get the President to turn his 
•friends out of office and give thcif places to his enemies is remark- 
able for its audacity. Governor Johnson has ruthlessly fired all 
Taffs friend (hat hr could reach .out of office—in fact, hi* admin- 
istration is. ihc rr.ost part;«an ar.d prescriptive 'hat the State has 
ev*r had—hence it i« .«!irprising that he should claim any favors 
tot his friends at the hands of the President. He has invoked the

the Republican nomination. Unfortunately for this announcement, 
Bryan gave out a statement on the same day in which he said La 
Follette was the only candidate the Republican Progressives could 
conscientiously vote for.

Million* of dollars have been made out

ELECTRIC HEATING 
IN SWEDEN 


Electric heating- is not now in Swe- 


den, and satisfactory apparatus has 
been on the market for some time, 
but both first cost and current con- 
sumption have hitherto been too great 
to bring about anything like extensive 
use. 
"Well-informed critics here esti- 
mate that electric heating cannot be 
made as cheap as ordinary heating 
until the current can be delivered 
for 5 ore ($0 0134) per kilowatt hour 
This is one of the points it is hoped 
to clear up by the experiments to be 
undertaken by the municipality. 


There is a portable tile stove for 


electric heating- on the market that 
is claimed to be as effecive as the 
stoves in which fuel is burned. The 
makers state that their usual size is 
about 100x50x30 centimeters 
(39.37 


by 19 685 by 11.811 inches) and has, 
a capacity of 1.5 kilowatts. This, they 
state, will raise the temperature in a 
room of thirty cubic meters (39.24 
cubic yards) capacity 
to 10 degree 


Cel. (IS degrees Fah.) in one hour 
After the room has been heated the 
stove may be switched to another set 
of connections using- less current. It is 
claimed that the cost or operation on 
highest current requirement in Goth- 
enburg is 27 ore ($0.0724) per hour,

Ran Away From Home Where Committee 


Placed Them, Declares Witness 


WASHINGTON, 
March 
7.—Two 


children 
of 
Lawrence strikers ran 


away v, hen forced to scrub the floor 
of tho home in which they were 
placed by a committee, according to 
testimony given at tho House com- 
mittee's hearing on the strike today. 
Daniel T. Murphy, prosecuting at- 
torney of Lawrence, read the follow- 
ing telegram from Samuel G. Logan, 
the assistant city marshal: 
"Adam Banker, 13, Peter, 11, of 21 


Common street, 
when 
brought to 
Arlington Hall, New York, were put 
with a Jewish family. 
Made them 
scrub floors. Did not like tho way 
they were treated, ran away. Picked 
up by letter carrier and put in Chil- 
dren's Home, Twenty-third street and 
.Fourth avenue, New York." 


Mrs. Taft did not attend the hearing 
today, but her niece, Miss Anderson, 
was present, unaccompanied. 
Rev. Clark Carter, the city mission- 
ary of Lawrence, gave testimony re- 
garding 
the 
removal 
of children, 


which the- churches opposed. 
"A friend of mine," he said, "heard 
a woman tell a little girl who was to 
be taken to New York to 'put on your 
torn dress and leave your mittens at 
home. They'll take- care of you over 
there.' It was the general imppres- 
sion that the people who were send-

Ing the children away wanted to ex- 
cite sympathy." 


WANTED CHILDREN* BACK. 


Carter said that after the children 
were sent away parents came to him 
complaining and saying they wanted 
their children back. The missionary 
also described a condition of terror 
prevailing 
among 
the 
foreigners, 
aroused by the strikers, 
"All those people, particularly the 
women," he said, "are terror-stricken. 
People have'been aroused from their 
beds at night by strike agents who 
would shout: 'No work; don't go to 
work; kill, you.' Threats to blow up 
homes precipitated a terrorized con- 
dition among the people." 
"Do I understand that people of 
Lawrence are in a stata of terror?" 
asked Representative Haidwick. 
"The strike began 
in 
terrorism," 
Carter replied. 
"The people rushed 
the streets in calling trie strike, broke 
down tho mill gates, overpowered the 
watchman, rushed through the mills, 
tore girls from their work and drove 
all tho workers out. Some of the girls 
told me they were thrown down and 
others fainted. 
"The people generally felt, terror 
every 
day, 
whether parties to the 
strike or not. People in the suburbs 
were afraid to go into Lawrence for 
days."

steamship line in interstate commerce, 
with the steamships running parallel to 
the railroad, that the government bar 
the company from the canal. 


The amendment was defeated, although 
all of the republicans and two of the 
democrats on the committee voted for

of Representative 
Covlngton of Maryland was favored, pro- 
viding that no steamship company owned 
by a railroad be permitted tho use of the 


Knowland said last nlcht that ha Is 


afraid tho object of the fight of those 
who want the canal to furnish rfal com- 
petition will be defeated by the Coving- 
ton amendment. He pointed out that 
the Pacific Mail can not be sold to be 
owned by tho Southern Pacific, because 
only little more than 50 per cent of tho 
stock is understood to be In possession 
of the 
railroad company. His 
own 
amendment would have been sure ' to 
reach the Pacific Mall, he said, for there 
^an bo no doubt that the railroad kak 
"an interest" in the steamship line in 
question. 
Ar the matter now stands, the com- 
mittee- Is on record for the Covlnjton

THERE WITH GOOD 


SOUND ADVICE 


Ball players, according to Clark Grif- 
fith of Washington, shorten their ca- 
reers by indulging in a lot of useless 
throwing. Simply because a player has 
a good arm he thinks that It is going to 
last forever and he is constantly strain- 
ing it. 
"One thing that the man in charge 


of a ball team should watch with great 
care is the throwing arms of his play- 
ers," said Griff. 
"I will not allow any 
man playing for mp to overwork his arm. 
This thing of throwing merely for tho 
sake of it is all nonsense, and I would 
fine a player who did It. No matter how 
strong an arm may be, it only-lasts so 
long, and every timo It Is used Its ca- 
reer Is shortened. The players who take 
care of their arms last three times as 
long as those who abuse theirs. Bobby 
Wallace of the Browns is an example. 
"He has been playing ball for fifteen 
years or more and Is still one of tho best 
throwers, for the reason that he never 
throws hard unless he has to. George 
McBrlde Is another player who takes 
care of his arm. No man should at- 
tempt to throw until his arm has been 
properly seasoned and is warmed up. 
Then the chance is not so great, but 
even under such conditions It is foolish 
to throw unless it 1« absolutely necessary 
to ao 80."
